Tlie Diplomatic Rupture- 

Tho organ of the Provincial Admiiiis- 
trutiou devotes a long article to the de- 
fence of its uiiistors in the relaxation uo- 
gotintioua alFiar. That it lina not beeu 
BuccoHKful uniHl be attributed to tho cir- 
cumstunoo that the position is impossible 
of defence; and an attentivo reader will, 
"^Mt foil to detect tunuiog tbi;ougli tho ar 
iiole a ououciousuesa of tbo badness o 
the cause. The effort might well have' 
been entitled "Tlie Forlorn Hope." Our 
oontemporary narrows the question down 
to one of "credoutiala" pure aud'aimple; 
and it ia as such that we propose to deal 
•with it. In order to a fair and proper 
nnderstundingof a question which, thouRh 
ueoming by trivial ;j«)-«c,isoueof j^rofouud 
concornmeut to the poopla of this Pro- 
■yinco, tho reader is invited to take up tho 
published^negotiations or oorrespondence 
and follow ub attentively. First of all 
let UB examine the letter from Mr. Muo- 
Iconzie to Mr. Walkom, informing hiin of 
the object of Mr. Edgar's mission. Tho 
luttor breathes a spirit of fairness and even 
good-will to the Pacific Province: "I 
HL-'Jcl not, I am sure, assure i/ou of my 
iiucore desire to do all I can to not only 
act ji'.stly but generously to British Col- 
umbia." "When Mr. Mackenzie wrote 
these words ho probably remembered 
■what Mr. Walkem had been saying of him 
all through the last session of tho local 
Legislature; for it will be remembered 
how ho praised him in unmeasured terms, 
declaring unbounded coniidenco in liis 
honesty and ability to carry on tho Qot- 
ernment of the Dominion aiul predicting 
thatin him British Columbia would lintl 
a much truer, stauucher friend than she 
lost in Sir John Maedonsld. But all that 
sounds like grim satire now. From 'the 
above sentence one must beliovo Air. 
Mackenzie to bo actuated by a fair and 
friendly spirit towards this Province, or 
else one must write h'm down an arrant 
hypocrite. His political record assured- 
ly does not justify the latter conclusion. 
But it is to the opening sentence in Mr. 
Muckeiwiu's letter that we desire mora 
particularly to iurite attention: "Mr. 
Edgar will confer with you and other 
members of the Oovernmeut of British 
Columbia on the questions lately agitat- 
ing the public mind in British Columbia, 
and xoill be glad to receive your view* re- 
garding thcpalioy of the Government (of the 
Dominion) on the conslmctlon of the Rail- 
way." Now for the sequel: Mr. Edg»r 
did confer with the member* of the local 
GoTernment, and as early as the 27th of 
April ho verbally and informally placed 
before them tho railwoy policy of the Do- 
minion Government. They declined to 
entertain it, but did not at that time hint 
at any doubt about authority or crsden- 
tials. Time passed on, meanwhile Minii- 
ters and their "criers" taking every op- 
portunity of prejudicing the public miud 
against the Terms oH'ered. It must strike 
the reader as being very singular that 
such sofavorabJo an opportunity of urging 
for better terms should have boon letslip. 
No word or effort, liowever, in that direc- 
tion. Ministers wore content to simply 
turn their back on Mr. J\Iackeuzio 
and his i)roposal. Jlay came; and ou tho 
9tb Mr. Edgar made a'formal submission 
of tliw written proposnl. Wo direct par- 
ticular attention to the words with which 
it was. introduced:— "I have the honor to 
inform you that I have been instructed 
by the Premier of Canada to make you 
aware of the views of his Administration 
upon tho subject of tho construction of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, in order 
that British Columbia may have full op- 
portunity of considering and deciding 
upon questions so olosely affecting her 
material interests." And, again, at the 
concluHion: "The loader of tho Canadian 
Government has instructed mo to place 
these mulLors before you, as leader of tho 
Provincial Administration, and at tho 
samo time to furnish a co\iy to His lili- 
cellency the Lieutenant-Governor. * * 
* The Dominion Government would be 
glad to have the cdnsideration of this pro- 
posal entertained by your Administration 
and to learn the conclusion of the Gor- 
orument of British Columbia upon tho 
subject." Now, tho attontivo reader can 
having no dilliculty in ncoing that, iu 
making the submission of Mr. Mocken- 
zie's proposal, Mr. Edgar did neither 
more nor less than ho was authorized to 
do. Nay, it will Ijo observed that the 
submission is made in tlie precise torma 
of Mr. Macken/.io'a letter. The identity 
of language is striking. Under these cir- 
cumstances, how an lionest doubt as to 
Mr. Edgar's authority to act could arise 
in an intelligent mind one feels puzzled 
to understand. The agent did exactly 
what tho principal had expressly inform- 
ed tho local Government ho was sent out 
for. And yet wu find Mr. Walkom, iu a 
quibbling, disingenuous and (under all 
the circumstarces) insulting note, refus- 
ing to ascertain the views of his Govern- 
ment or iu any way to deal with the for- 
mal proposal of the Dominion Govern- 
ment. In other words, he treated Mr. 
JIackeiizio as a rogue and his »;.;ont as a ji;r(:- 
my diddlor! Tho mororft tyro in diplomacy 
will know that all such negotiations must 
have a beginning as well as an end. They 
cannot take tho perfect form of a treaty 
aU at onoe,'but must pass through all the 
stages; and it will have been observed 
that those negotiations had not jiassod 
that stage boyontl which Mr. Edgar had 
the clearest authority to act, so that the 
qnostion raised at that point by Mr. Wal- 
kom was really worse than a qiiibl)lu. It 
was an unwarrantable and wanton insult; 
and, even on the lower ground of mn-e 
policy, it may bo seriously questioned 
how far British Columbia can aiVord to 
meet in such a spirit «ny respectful or rea- 
sonable proposal coming fruai tho Do- 
minion Government respecting a subject 
of such profound importance and ex- 
treme urgency. It is just po&sible that, 
in his vanity, Mr. ;,,WBl]cem might have 
imagined that lie was'doing a oTe^or and 
bravo thing in thus snubbing tho Cana- 
dian Premier; but wo are not without rea- 
son for liolioving that ho has already dis- 
covered Ilia error, although, porhaps, too 
late to rectify it. Wearo inclinod, however, 
to look deeper f orjthe true explanation. The 
course of the local Ministry from the 
drst,*,the denial of any submission having 
boon made, the wretched quibble about 
credentials, tho "fibbing" generally, loads 
us to the uonolusiou that the real reason 
for not entortaining a proposal for the re- 



laxation of tho railway clause of the 
Treaty of Union is to bo found in the fact 
that to entertain such a proposal would 
involve an appeal to tho constituent bod- 
ies — an api»al which tho present Minis- 
try cannot afford to make. If such were 
not the oabo, if Ministera bad the coun- 
try's good instead of their own portfolio's 
at heart, why did they not embrace so 
favorable an opportunity as that preaont- 
od to at least ascertain what were the 
bcHt terms that British Columbia might 
hope for at the hands of Mr. Mackenzie? 
Thoro v,as no danger. Thoy need have 
Committed tliemsolvos to nothing. They 
could have said to Mr MackeuTsie.through 
his agent, that they did not consider tho 
terms offorod good enough, and thoy could 
have gone on to ask for better terms, tak- 
ing good care to leave the whole ques- 
tion open for tho people to decide '.vhothor 
the tonus that might bo negotiated, or any 
new terms, should bo accepted. But, in- 
stead of that, thoj flow iu tho face of the 
Dominion Government and their duly 
accredited agent, made a demand which 
was, at the time and under tho circum- 
stances, both absurd and insulting; and 
the result is that negotiations have bean 
suddenly broken oil' and the agout of tho 
Dominion Govorumont rocallcd. Even 
if she wore in tho right, it may not bo 
amiss to consider how far British Colum- 
bia can afford just now to play such a 
game agaiust the Dominion. That she 
will bo loft to play it singlo-handod is 
tolerably certain now; for wg hoo that 
even the party in opposition iu the Cana- 
dian Parliament will not back us up iu 
insisting upon a fulflllmout of tho old, 
impossible Terms. And as for the Queen, 
it is to be beared that British Columbia 
will bo doometl to disai)pointment if she 
expects to bo supported from that quar- 
ter in the absurd position her smart little 
Promior has placed her. Our maiu hopo 
now is in tho magnanimity of tho Domin- 
ion Government ;and wo aro not without 
confidence that Mr. i\Iackenzio, under- 
standing parties and motives, will still be 
disposed" to not only aot justly but gen- 
erously to Columbia," notwithstanding 
tho eifraordiuary manuQr in which he has 
been met on the very threshold of nego- 
tiations.

Our Special Eei^ortor has just juriTed 
par steamer Ottor, irom Fort Wrangel, 
19th inst. She brought as passengers: 
Mr. Duncan, Missionary, Mr. MoKeuzie, 
Trader, and about fifty miners; oalied at 
I'ort Simpson, Bella Bells, Woodcock's 
Landings, Fort Kuport and Dolianoo Bay. 

The Inst news from the Htickoen Mines 
is rather discouraging. Deep snow stil'. 
coTered tho mountains, and tho ground 
was everywhere ooatod by threo inches of 
ioe. The miners were employed chiefly 
in paoking- provisions, oaUing firewood, 
«to., and bnc little actual work had gone 
forirard, although several good indication.! 
of gold had bean found on the ground 
opened last autumn. Only threo hired 
men wore, as yot, engaged to work, and 
one of these for a day and a half a week. 
The Ohiuese had bean found quite incom- 
petent to paok the same weights as the 
Indians, and some of them had returned, 
leaving but throe at tho diggings. The 
tariff asked by the Indians for cauoos from 
Fort Wrangel to Buck's Bar varied from 
$7 to 810 par head, and for packing from 
Buck's Bar to tho mines from UO to 75 
cents per lb. Horses and mules had ar- 
rired.at.Back'a.BAr, but had not yet been 
. ,aent fbrwaid. 

?' ; Jl number of miners wero roturnina;, but 
a still larger party arrived per California 
and Otter, and wero ascending the River 
in canoes and by tlio steamers Hope and 
Glenora. 

> Provisions at Buck's Bar wore plentiful,

From Mr. Alexander Mackenzie, who 
arrived by tho steamer Otter from Skoe- 
ua Hivor.wo learn tho following: 

Tho winter at Hazeltou was severely 
cold; not much snow. Tho rivor was 
clear of ice on tho 25th of April. Cun- 
ningham Sc Hankin's pack-train wintered 
a few miles above tho Forks of Skeena 
successfully, they having lost only one 
horso. 

Moasrs. IIumi)hrey and Starr returned 
to Hazclton on the ISth of Ajn-il from an 
exploring trip to the h.c.-.dquartsr-. of tho 
Skeena. They travelled 2U0 miles from 
Hazelton and turned back a short distance 
from tho watershed of tho Stickeen. 

Their report of the country is favorable 
with regard to thepraotibility of opening 
a cattle trail to Deaso Lake. 

The trail ou leaving tho Siceena a few 
miles above Hazeltou will lead for forty 
milea through the Kia-by-ooks Valley, 
which, as pasture land. Mr. Humphrey 
pronounces to be tho finest range he has 
seen in British Columbia. 

The paok-train for the road party was 
expected to arrive at Hazeltou from 
tiuesnelle, by tlio old telegraph trail, 
about tho end of May, when operations 
will ba commenced for opening tho trail 
to the Cassiar mines. 

Tho distanoo from Hazolton to Deasa 
Lake, is computed to be about 350 miles, 
and most of the way is through ft level 
country. 

The Indians on tho Skeena, from Haz- 
olton to the source, arc well dis[)osed and 
peaceable. Most of ^tlie Kit-iu-max tribe 
at the Forks of Skeena, hayo taken up and 
are preparing land for agrioultnra} par* 
poses. 

During winter and spring several small 
]iartioi of minors passed through Hazeltou 
from Oniinoca bound for Cassiar. 

There are only two firm.s doing business 
at Hazeltou, viz: Cunningham ife Haukin 
and Farron & Walsh. The firm' of Nel- 
son closed out their business to tho latter 
during tho winter.

A friend at tho Federal Caidtal has 
sent clippings from tho Ottawa i'^'ci-ii J're.ix 
consisting of a communication siprncd 
"Observer," and an editional articlo.botli 
of which are conlidently attributed to tho 
to the .senior member for this city. Tho 
coiuniuiiication is in rej)ly to and con- 
tradiction of Senator Macdonald's version 
of the February amutt;. Maudlin, illogi 
oal and illnatured, tho document is not 
entitled to much notice. Indeed we ferl 
justified in dismissing it with an espross- 
ion of regret that tho senior reprosonta- 
tivo of this community at Ottawa should 
conceive it to bo any jiart of ids duty to 
bo coi'.stanfly characlrrising as a "dis- 
graceful mob," tho large, respectable, 
iiifiucniial aud orderly gathering which 
took place hero on tho 7th of February. 
That is whrft ho does in tho dooument bo- 
fnre us. Tluit is what ho did in lijs plnea 
in Parliament. Turning from what luny 
charitably be considered tho aftor-diinicr 
elfusion of an ill-conditioned mind, lot 
us tnko up what is inoro deserving of at- 
tention. Tho article is on "The Railway 
and British Columbia," and, considoring 
tho source from which it emanated, it may 
bo worth while to make an extract. Open- 
ing with ail allusion to au anti-rolaxutioa 
movement in this country which shows 
that tho writer was at that date ill in- 
formed respecting parties here, he pro- 
coeds to say: — 

"It will bo well for tho people of Bri- 
tish Columbia to take heed that thoy do 
not fall into tho obstructive and danger- 
ous views of a few intriguing luidcou- 
tents. While tho Government of tha 
Dominion are making ovory reasonablo 
endeavour to carry out the terms of uniou 
in their integrity, ai)d while tho poojilo 
of the country generolly are willing to 
make considerable sacrifices to carry out 
tho enormous undertaking which has 
been promised to' tha Pacific Province, 
tho peuide of British Columbia) should 
consider in a fair and reasonablo mnnnor 
tho extent of tho benefit which is to bo 
conferred upon them, and the magnitude 
of tho burdou which other portions of the 
Dominion are assuming in order to acoom'' 
plish the undertaking. It is quite useless 
for the people of British Columbia to 
make arbitrary and unreasonable dem- 
ands, as to the time which is to bo occu- 
pied in completing the r.nihvay, tlio lunn- 
nor of its construction, ortlie route which 
ia to ho chosen for its course through 
that Provinoe. All these aro matters in 
which tho Dominion is concoruod, and 
which must be.governed entirely by the 
judgment of tho Dominion authorities. 
It ought to be suQiciont for the people of 
tho Pacfia slope to know that tha railway 
is to ba oomiHcuood at the earlioat prac- 
ticable moment, that it will be proceeded 
with as rapidly as tho circumstances of 
tho country which has to pay the cost 
will permit, and that the line of tha r.iil- 
way in British Columbia, na in other ])ro- 
vinces, will bo located where it is found 
to be most advantageous to build it, botli 
as regards tho future ellicieney of the road 
and tho economy of its oonstruotion. Any 
attempt, tlicrefore, on tho part of the 
Pacilic Province, lo dictate to tho Dom- 
inion regarding these matters, would bo 
;iu exceedingly bad taste aud could have 
no other result than to embarrsss the 
efforts of those who aro seeking in good 
faith to benefit tho best interests of Bri- 
tish Columbia. Doubtless tho good 
.sonse of tho peoplo of that Province will 
■ teach them that it is better for them to 
assist tho Government with a loyal co-op- 
eration in securing the carrying out of 
terms of union than to obstruct their 
own welfare by factions and uncalled-for 
opposition."

■svouUlbo tloinij Mr. Bunster no nioro 
than juHtice to say the cause ia not 
worthj of his-,advooacy. Tiie ethical 
basi.'^ wpoa which" he muat rest iiis 
nuseisouo the admirer.s of -which 
nfisureiUy are in a minority in this part 
of the Dominion. But Mr. Bunster is 
ill eurnest, and it may be that lie has 
got a great constituent body at , his 
back to endorse .biB..sent4ipents, or of 
whose sentiments fie is but the expo- 
ueufc. He is therefore -worth listening 
to for carnestnesa ami popular force 
are elomonts less resistible to practi- 
cal iiiiiuls tliau llowei'j oratory or liue 
diction. He does not mean to wait 
until tbe danger is upon him; he goes 
for it, and meets it half way or more. 
Mr. Mnekenzio, having spoken in ad- 
vnuco of tho member for Vnnoouvor, 
ono would tliiuk he had assured the 
latter that his craft -was at least not 
in immediate dangei".

Mr. Mackenzie 
frauklj' admitted that he was favoura- 
bly disposed to prohibition, indeed 
that he tiiought Mr. Boss, motion dir- 
ected erideutly towards that object 
sliould cany;' but ho expressed his 
doubts as to the unanimity of public 
opinion in that direction. It must 
have been evident from the rGmnrks 
of tho First Minister that prohibition 
was not impending, yet Mr. Buustor 
clearly thought it -was, and tlmt it 
must bo combatted in the interest of 
personal liberty and tho froedona of 
tiie State. Of course, Llie man -witli 
vested rights acquired under a system 
tlifit custom, if not stronger clnim« 
lias guaranteed, may be excused if his 
viowa upon the question of the liberty 
of the. subject be somewhat aniiedarith 
self-interest.
